1. (1) These rules may be called (ho Delhi and Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands Civil Sen ice (Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion In the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Delhi, Andaman and Nicobar Islands Civil Ser¬ 
vice Rules, 1971, in rule 5 in sub-rule (1) fur Sub-clauses (i) 
and (li) of clause (b), the following sub-clauses shall be subs¬ 
tituted namely > 

“(1) Officers who are holding the posts of Tehslldars on 
regular basis in the Union Territory of Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands or officers who aro regularly borne on 
Grade-I of Subordinate Executive Service or Grade-I 
of the Subordinate Ministerial Service of the Delhi 
Administration; and 

(ii) the officers who are holding any of the post on regular 
basis mentioned in Schedulc-U, Part A or Part B, 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall preclude 
the Central Government from holding a vacancy 
in the service in abeyance, or filling it on an offi¬ 
ciating basis in accordance with the provisions of 
Part VIIT of these rules'*.
